An output of around 300,000 units 
this month might be followed in 
April with a total of 350,000 to 375,- 
000 and in May with substantially 
more than 400,000. It is too early to 
make any prediction regarding June. 
That will depend entirely on how 
retail sales stand up during the 
spring and on the business outlook 
for the summer months. 

Estimates of production for the 
first half year continue to run from 
1,750,000 to 2,000,000, with a majority 
of conservative opinions inclined to 
accept the middle ground. As far as 
the full year is concerned, the 
further along the year gets the more 
futile it appears to try to fix even 
an approximate total. Certainly 
those who are looking for an output 
of more than 4,000,000 are extremely 
liberal in their estimate, while those 
who are predicting that the 1930 
total of 3,500,000 won't be surpassed 
may prove to be too conservative. 

The rallying power of this coun- 
try has proved so amazing at times 
in the past that no one can deny 
that a sudden uprush in the last 
half of the year might result in 
the production of more cars in that 
period than in the first six months, 
an unusual occurrence in the indus- 
try, but one that has happened sev- 
eral times in the past.

| secretary of commerce, used a picturesque phrase, which 
deserves wider currency than perhaps it has had. 
was speaking of the mental psychology of the average busi- 
ness man and remarked that he is no longer suffering from 
“economic shell shock.” 

Speaking further, Dr. Klein said: “We have had enough 
of arm-waving hysteria, whether in a delirium of joy or 
despair. To change the figure, business has, mentally speak- 
ing, stepped off the roller coaster and is basing its plans on 
the solid realities.” 

It is a notable. fact that, despite the fact that we still are 
in the grip of business depression (authorities disagree as to 
whether we are actually on the upgrade or still bumping along 
the bottom) there is a definitely better feeling. At the auto- 
mobile shows every one remarked on the definitely better 
feeling among dez ilers, though heaven knows at the time there 

was little to hang optimism on. Perhaps our oad attitude is 
simply that of the man who runs into disaster, long con- 
tinuing, and finally achieves philosophy because he has 
become hardened to ill fortune. At any rate, there a 
definitely better feeling among business men everywhere. 

Most of us tend, we believe, to underestimate the 
importance of mental attitude in business or general life. 
The mental attitude has a far greater effect on action and 
behavior than we usually realize. Discouragement with most 
men acts as a soporific. Instead of fighting we lie down and 
accept ill fortune or difficulties supinely. If, on the other 
hand, we take a hopeful or optimistic view of ill fortune or 
difficulties, we tend to fight. 

There are many signs that business is beginning to read- 
just itself, as it always has and always will after a period of 
depression, but the one most favorable factor in the present 
situation is the fact that business men generally have got 
their feet back on the ground. They have recovered from 
their economic shell shock.

| Advertising Continuity 

F course advertising, in our modern understanding of 

the term, is an extremely new business, art, nuisance 
or whatever you may care to call it. There are many phases 
of advertising potentiality that we do not yet thoroughly 
understand. 

One phase of advertising work that is very little under- 
stood is the power of continuity in appeal. In the final} 
analysis the value of advertising lies in its ability to keep the 
name of a company or its product before the public and in its 
mind when purchases are to be made. Only a small fraction 
of advertising has as its object the actual selling of goods. 
The great bulk of this appeal to the public is what might be 
called “good will publicity.” Advertising of this sort does 
not aim to influence the reader to sit down immediately and | 
mail a check for a certain product. It has as its object 
establishing the name of company or product in public 
consciousness, 

To produce this result of registering a name or product 
with the buying public, advertising must be continuous. It 
cannot achieve this end by one smashing hammer blow. It 
must keep up its appeal over a long period. 

At the present time, when a period of depression comes, | 
the first thought in most companies is to cut down advertis- | 
ing appropriations. The continuity of advertising effort is | 
interrupted. People have a chance to forget company or 
product in favor of some other organization which has not 
cut down its advertising effort.

Here the manufacturer interested in the 
commercial possibilities of the region could definitely 
appraise its resources and their probable development under 
Likewise this laboratory would be 
the logical place for privately and publicly endowed research 
on technical problems of broad interest to the whole com- 
munity—such, for example, as the use of southern pine and 
native hardwoods in the production of sulphite pulp. 

More recently has come the announcement from Baton 
Rouge of the establishment of a chemical process institute at 
the Louisiana State University for the purposes of developing 
and improving those chemical engineering processes having 
to do with the industries of the state. Whether these two 
agencies will ultimately be fused or co-ordinated in their 
common purpose has not yet been indicated. In any event, 
however, the industrial and sicentific leaders of Louisiana 
are to be commended for this forward looking proposal to 
enlist chemical research in the interest of industrial 
development.—Chemical and Metallurgical Engineering.

Determining the Capacity for the 


New Truck 


In addition to providing the 
total fleet capacity, 
must face the problem of the right 
capacity for each new truck he buys 

The risk of overloading trucks has 
already been discussed in this re- 
port. It is a risk that more and 
more dealers, because of costly ex- 
perience. are coming to regard as a 
losing gamble. ‘Thus the practice of 
buying a truck with the deliberate 
intention of overloading a half-ton 
or more is tast disappearing. 

But it is sometimes even more 
costly to buy trucks which are too 
large and which, therefore, will 
frequently be sent out with under- 
loads. 

Every time a truck covers mileage 
delivering coal with less than its 
full capacity load, the dealer is pay- 
ing a penalty on the tonnage be- 
ing hauled.

Which of these solutions will be 
most economical for the individual 
dealer depends primarily on the na- 
ture of his own deliveries. Indus- 
trial steam or domestic coal in large 
volume orders can be most economi- 
cally handled by large capacity 
trucks, 

The first step, therefore, in fitting 
the individual deater’s trucks to his 
capacity needs is to have on hand 
a Suificient number of large ca- 
pacity trucks to handle normal large 
order business. 

It is equally 
that a consistent volume of small 
orders, scattered over a wide terri- 
tory, can best be handled on smaller 
trucks. Widely scattered small or- 
ders cannot be handled economically 
in large split-board loads, for three 
reasons: (1) Such business is sel- 
dom consistent enough to insure full 
split-board loads on all trips, and 
hence demands too high a percent- 
age of underloads for economical 
operation of a large truck; (2) when 
small orders are widely scattered 
the distance to be covered between 
stops runs up costly underload mile- 
age: and (3) large split-board trucks 
move more slowly than small trucks. 
and when small orders must be de- 
livered long distances large trucks 
cannot provide the necessary fast 
service,

EW YORK, March 24.—Export 

shipments of passenger cars and 
trucks from the United States and 
Canada in January, measured in 
units, amounted to 27,280, as against 
28,162 in December, off 3 per cent., 
and comparing with 44,456 in Jan- 
mary, 1930, off 38 per cent., accord- 
ing te figures just revealed by the 
Department of Commerce. 

Exports of passenger cars from 
both countries in the first month 
ot the year amounted to 16,475, as 
against 17,144 in the _ preceding 
morth, off 3.9 per cent., and com- 
paring with 24,070 in January of 
last year, of 31 per cent. 

[Truck exports were 
against 11.018 in December, off 19 
per cent., and comparing with 
20.386 a year age, off 47 per cent 

The January exports of cars and 
trucks combined from the _ two 
countries accounted for 153 per 
cent. of the total production, as 
against 17.5 per cent. in the pre- 
ceding month and 15.7 per cent. in 
the corresponding month of 1930. 

Passenger car exports represented 
114 per cent. of the total output, 
as against 13.4 per cent. in Decem- 
ber and 98 per cent. in January ol 
last year. Truck exports accounted 
for 32.2 per cent. of the January 
production, as against 33.4 per cent 
in December and 62.8 per cent. in 
January of last year 

Experts of passenger cars 
the United States in January 
talled 14,677, as against 15.351 
the preceding month, olf 44 
cent., and comparing with 22 
a year age, oif 35 per cent Truck 
exports from this country were 
9.549, as against 9,566 in December, 
an almost negligible decline, and 
comparing with 18,750 a year ago, 
off 49 per cent.
